Police probe death 
of young father 

O Suspicious death could be city’s 26th homicide of 20110 ‘There 
is always something happening here’: Area business manager 


Bloodstains remain on the pave¬ 
ment where a man in his early 
20s was found fatally injured ear¬ 
ly yesterday. 

The man, who died in hospital, 
has been identified as 22-year-old 
Bruce Dumais, a father of two 
young children aged one and 
three. 

“He was like my brother,” 
Tiaraa Monais said yesterday 
from Lac La Biche. “I grew up 
with him. My dad partly raised 
him.” 

Police were called to 107 
Avenue and 107 Street around 
12:30 a.m. by Marissa Dimla, a 
resident of The Windermere 
apartments. 

“I heard somebody crying and 
moaning,” she said. “(And he was) 
just right in front of my window.” 

Witnesses say three men were 
involved in an altercation 
with the victim, but EPS 
spokesperson Dean Parthenis 
said it is unclear at this point how 
many individuals may have been 
involved.

The mayor responds 


Dimla said the man wasn’t a 
resident of her building, and that 
she didn’t see anyone running 
away from the scene. 

Ismail Ahmed, manager of the 
Husky gas bar and convenience 
store across the street, said the 
area is “fairly rough,” adding he 
may write a letter to the police 
chief. 


Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
yesterday that he plans to meet 
with police and city officials 
regarding the high homicide rate. 

“We need to find ways to see ... 
the issues underlying these differ¬ 
ent events, and see what we can 
do to help change them,” he said. 
“We need to be proactive.” 

Mandel, like police, doesn't see 
a trend, and believes the issues 
have more to do with society 
than policing. 

There is a police station next 
door, which closes at night. 

“At nighttime we need people 
around,” said Ahmed. 

An autopsy is scheduled for 
tomorrow afternoon. If declared 
a homicide, it will be the city’s 
26th of 2011.

City to junk plan for 
large-item pickup

The idea of the city fetching 
large, unwanted items from 
homes has been kicked to 
the curb. 

Last week, council 
mulled a report on curbside 
large-item waste collection, 
deciding the benefits don’t 
stack up. But some resi¬ 
dents at the Big Bin disposal 
at Northlands yesterday 
said they’d support it. 

“This to me is great, but 
pickup would be one step 
better,” said Rhonda 
Sorochan. 

Others say the city’s 12 
self-haul events are helpful 
enough. “1 like these be¬ 
cause 1 bring neighbours’ 
stuff, too,” said Jason Pagee. 


Trash talk 


► Residents can currently dis¬ 
pose of large unwanted 
bulky items like appliances 
and mattresses at 12 free 
Big Bin events in non-win¬ 
ter months annually. 

► Three Eco Stations are 
open year-round, where 
people can drop off large 
pieces for a fee. 

► An engineering study de¬ 
termined the cost of bulky- 
item retrieval from all 
single-family homes in the 
city would cost roughly $6 
million. 

► The study determined the 
city should not move 
forward with a curbside 
program for bulky items 
unless there is a spike in 
demand for it.

information they found in 
files taken from Osama bin 
Laden’s compound. 

Bin Laden’s interest in 
kidnapping as a cash-raiser 
bolsters accounts that the 
financial squeeze had ham¬ 
pered al-Qaida’s ability to 
move money. The al-Qaida 
founder was killed last 
month by U.S. Navy SEALs.

WHO CAN'T 

Last Saturday, the 
Alzheimer’s Society of Alber¬ 
ta and the Northwest Territo¬ 
ries held its annual memory 
walk in Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Park. 

If you were one of the people that 
turned out to support the event, 1 salute 
you. 

However, 1 know this disease doesn’t 
attract the attention that other diseases 
do. It just isn’t sexy enough for that to 
happen. It doesn’t affect young people, 
celebrities who have the disease. And no 
one ever comes back from Alzheimer’s to thank those 
who helped pay for the research that made a return to 
normalcy possible. 

Unfortunately, there is also the unstated feeling that 
because it’s primarily a disease of older people, it is 

somehow less tragic than 
those diseases that affect 
children and adolescents. A 
quick survey of those with 
loved ones with 
Alzheimer’s would quickly 
dispel that notion. Watch¬ 
ing your mother or father 
disappear one day at a time 
is nothing if not tragic. 

How would you like to 
spend the last few years of 
your life in chemical or 
physical restraints? 

If you are sitting on a 
bus or on the LRT, count 10 
people beside yourself The 
odds are that one of the 11 
of you will be suffering 
from dementia at age 65. 
With a little luck, that per¬ 
son will have a supportive 
family to make sure 
Alzheimer’s doesn’t rob 
him or her of dignity. 

However, the odds are 
pretty good that their last 
few years on this planet are 
going to be an 3 Ahing but 
pleasant. A friend of mine 
who visits her mother sev¬ 
eral days a week asked at 
the facility where her mother lives how many families 
came to see the residents. Of the 36 men and women, 
only four had family who visited them with any 
frequency. 

The 2006 census indicated Edmonton has about 
87,000 people older than the age of 65. Using the one-in- 
11 figure, that means almost 8,000 Edmontonians are 
likely to have some stage of dementia. 

The city has a number of initiatives designed to make 
it an age-friendly place to live. It also has an Alzheimer’s 
strategy. But it is up to you and me to familiarize 
ourselves with this disease and to advocate for those 
who can no longer speak for themselves. 

At the very least we could support the research that 
will lead to either prevention or a cure.

A Saudi woman defiantly 
drove through the

It was a rare grassroots 
challenge to the Western- 
backed Saudi monarchy 
as it tries to ride out the 
Arab world’s wave of 
change, and a lesson in 
how the uprisings are 
taking root in different 
ways. In this case, the dri¬ 
ver’s seat was turned into 
a powerful platform for 
women’s rights Friday in 
a country where women 
have almost no political 
voice.

You studied ctiildren during 
ttie first two years after ttie 
divorce. Why is that period so 
crucial? 

I studied that period main¬ 
ly due to data availability 
— information was avail¬ 
able only up to spring of 
fifth grade, although now, 
information up to eighth 
grade is available, which 
enables me to extend my 
analyses. But one of the 
main controversies 
around divorce is whether 
children of divorce catch 
up with children from in¬ 
tact families some time af¬ 
ter divorce. That’s why it 
was very important to ex¬ 
amine development of 
children of divorce after 
divorce occurs. 

What surprised you the 
most? 

That 1 failed to find nega¬ 
tive impacts of divorce in 
the pre-divorce stage. Peo¬ 
ple tend to think that cou¬ 
ples go through intense 
marital conflict before 
they decide to divorce — 
otherwise why choose to 
divorce? And it’s widely 
accepted that children un¬ 
der parents’ marital 
discord experience devel¬ 
opmental setbacks, such 
as retardation in cognitive 
skills and high frequency 
of problem behaviours.

that there is no 
differential growth in the 
pre-divorce stage. 

Yet you found their social 
skills were stunted? 

1 found that children of di¬ 
vorce lagged behind chil¬ 
dren from intact families 
in the growth of interper¬ 
sonal social skills in the 
during-divorce stage. Why, 
1 can only speculate. One 
possibility is that children 
of divorce go through 
emotional problems, 
which is consistent with 


my finding that children 
of divorce experienced 
problems in internalizing 
their problem behaviours. 
Another reason may be re¬ 
lated to stigma attached to 
parental divorce, so that 
children of divorce would 
not want others to know 
their own situations, 
which may lead to less fre¬ 
quent interactions with 
others. It should also be 
added that these 
behaviours were reported 
by teachers. 


Do you liave any good news 
for children of divorce? 

1 found that development 
of children of divorce did 
not worsen in the post-di¬ 
vorce stage even though 
they did not catch up with 
children from intact fami¬ 
lies. In other words, chil¬ 
dren of divorce developed 
as similarly as children 
from intact families in the 
post-divorce stage.

low math scores will be the 
norm for most kids? In other 
words, will we have to rede¬ 
fine what we expect from 
children? 

This is really a hard ques¬ 
tion to answer from my 
study. One veiy important 
finding in my study is that 
children from intact fami¬ 
lies suffer more compared 
to children of divorce if 
the former children were 
in families plagued by 
marital conflicts. In this 
case, we can predict posi¬ 
tive effects of divorce for 
those children. But 
remember, I just 
examined children two 
years after divorce. 1 can¬ 
not at all predict how chil¬ 
dren of divorce develop 
until they become adults.

Carbon offsets — money 
paid by eco-conscious com¬ 
panies for carbon emis¬ 
sions they have not been 
able to reduce — are now 
being used to save lives in 
the developing world. 

Offsetters, a Vancouver- 
based provider of carbon- 
management solutions, 
has become the first Cana¬ 
dian company involved in 
offering a high-quality 
cookstove program in 
Africa. 

“The big appeal of these 
projects is that the carbon 
benefits are very clear,” 
says James Tansey, CEO of 
Offsetters. “The side bene¬ 
fits of doing this are, in 
some ways, even more im¬ 
portant.” 

The new stoves are 
bound for Uganda, where 
most cooking is done in¬ 
doors, burning wood, 
garbage or whatever waste 
materials are available. 
This is such a dirty 


method, installing the new 
stoves will be like remov¬ 
ing 4,000 cars from the 
world’s roads. The poten¬ 
tial health benefits are 
startling. 

“Indoor air quality is 
one of the largest causes of 


child mortality — more 
significant than malaria,” 
Tansey notes. “So this proj¬ 
ect leads not only to reduc¬ 
tions, but also very 
significant improvements 
in health and well-being.” 

This is green policy at 


its best. A world-wide ef¬ 
fort to reduce C02 emis¬ 
sions in the air — through 
the purchase of carbon off¬ 
sets — leads directly to 
safer, longer lives in Africa. 

“For these kinds of proj¬ 
ects, companies that are 
reducing their emissions 
within their operations 
put a price on carbon,” ex¬ 
plains Tansey. 

“They’re paying maybe 
$20 a ton for the carbon 
emissions they can’t re¬ 
duce. That money is then 
pooled, and used to subsi¬ 
dize the cost of the cook- 
stoves.” 

Offsets come in two 
kinds: a voluntary market, 
and one demanded by eco- 
friendly legislation. 

“The global market is 
around $ 113-million in 
voluntary transactions. 
The regulated market, 
which is also something 
we work in — particularly 
in Europe — is hundreds 
of millions of dollars in 
transactions.”

O Irishman erases Masters collapse, 
wins U.S. Open in record fashion 


Eveiy time Roiy Mcllroy 
lined up a shot yesterday, 
there was some sort of 
record on the line, some 
kind of histoiy to be made. 

That was this year’s U.S. 
Open version of suspense. 
There was never any doubt 
that the kid from Northern 
Ireland was going to win it. 

In complete control of 
his emotions and his game, 
Mcllroy never slipped. He 
won his first major champi¬ 
onship by shooting a 2-un- 
der 69 at Congressional and 
closed his four-day on¬ 
slaught at 16-under 268, 
eight shots ahead of Jason 
Day and four shots better 
than the U.S. Open scoring 
record formerly held by 
four players, including two 
named Woods and Nick- 
laus. 

After the final tap-in, 
Geny Mcllroy met his son 
as he walked off the green. 

“Happy Father’s Day,” 
the new champion said. 

Happy Father’s Day, in¬ 
deed. 

All week, Mcllroy’s per¬ 
formance was compared to 
Tiger Woods’ 15-shot 
blowout at Pebble Beach in 
2000. 

“I was trying to go out 
there today and emulate 
him in some way,” Mcllroy 
said. “I played great for four 
days and I couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier.” 

The win comes two 
months after a collapse so 
thorough, some wondered 
if Mcllroy could recover. He 
took a four-shot lead into 
the final day of the Masters,

tee shot near a cabin on the 
grounds of Augusta Nation¬ 
al, he melted down, shot 80 
and finished 15th. 

His shot on the 10th hole 
yesterday wasn’t compara¬ 
ble. On the 214-yard par-3, a 
downhill shot over water, 
Mcllroy knocked the ball 
above the hole, then 
watched as it stopped for a 
split second and started 
spinning backward before 
stopping an inch or two 
from the hole. 

He tapped in for a birdie 
that got him to 17-under 
par at a tournament that 
had never seen a score low¬ 
er than 12 under before Fri¬ 
day. 

“That was the point in 
the round that I really felt it 
was mine to lose,” Mcllroy 
said. 

Mcllroy now owns the 
scoring records for 36, 54 
and 72 holes at the tough¬ 
est test in golf and he be¬ 
came only the third player 
to break 70 in all four 
rounds of the U.S. Open.
